Antioch has a new* five- 
member park board with the 
passage (5-0, one absent) of an 
ordinance at Monday's village 
board meeting. 

Formed from . the seven- 
member citizen's park commit - 
tee, it has responsibility for 
purchase, maintenance and use 
of buildings, equipment and 

^iila^^f^U^^yr- -Andrew^ 
Lynch said the board is ■''short 
of a park district; but more than 
just a committee'! and will work 
at the approval of the village 
board. He added that the new 
board has the power to levy 
taxes (following the proper 
referendum procedure > . 

Lynch explained that,. by law, 
the park board had to be cither 
three or five members, eventu- 
ally each with five-year terms. 
Mayor Robert Wilton appointed 
Cliff Houghton as chairman 
(re-appointment due in one 
year) and Euncie Mueller, 
secretary (three years). Other 
members are - Bruce Barlosz 
(two years), Gail Fields (four 
years) and Marsha Starcevjc 
(five years). 

A SECOND ordinance was 
passed concerning use of the 
parks, including hours, conduct, 
vehicles and permits. Authority 
in these matters is given to the 
park board, with fines ranging 
from $5 to $500. Trustee William 
Seemann, chairman of the civic 
activities committee, reported 

. that a Little League representa- 
tive will serve in an advisory 

j capacity.

serving for four years during 
the Spanish-American War. A 
member of the VFW, he is one 
of only a few remaining Illinois 
veterans of that war. 

In the early 1900's sailors 
were paid $30 a month. They 
had to buy most of their food as 
well, though they game $5 a 
month to a caterer aboard ship, 
Fred served on some of the first 
coal-fired ships and one of 
Farragiit's old .flagships. He 
crossed the^equator three times 
and to prove it has a diploma 
from "King Nepture's Court" 
dated. 1900. 

Fred, Edna and daughter 
Lillian lived in River Forest and 
May wood for 18 years while he 
did custom farming for other 
farmers. He retired from 
farming in 1928 and came to 
Antioch the next year. He 
worked with Gaa Oil Co. here in 
town, and returned after two 



-years' work at a fox farm in 
southern Wisconsin. 

Perhaps the biggest change 
he has seen is in transportation. 
He's experienced everything 
from horse-drawn carts to 747s, 
with an assortment including 
cable and street cars, ship's and 
high-wheeled Sears automo- 
biles (with steering rod) in the 
meantime.
